‘DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Notes on meeting held in the Town Hall on Wednesday, 19 February attended by Clirs Todd (chair), ‘Clinch, Brewer, Clarke, 
Colley, Cosgrove, Fisher, Flux, Hill, Lee, Swash, C/Cllr Matthews, D/Clir O’ Sullivan'and two parishioners. 

LOW COST HOUSING SCHEME: CDC has now approved the plans which have been amended slightly to improve security, 
as advised by the police architectural liaison officer. There are 31 people on the waiting list and more enquiries are expected as 
the scheme progresses. Work to start “late Spring”. 

RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. PC to ask for more details about millennium village green project. 2. The derelict pavilion at 
Castle Grounds has now been demolished and PC shares FC’s regret at its passing. FC to remove remaining hard-standing and 
PC to look into possibility of relacing it with picnic tables. 3. CDC would like developers of Low Cost Housing Scheme to 
provide play area and off-site sports facilities. PC agreed climbing frames and seats were all that were required. The money. 
saved could help keep price of houses down. Cllrs to start thinking about suitable road names and bring ideas back to next 
meeting. 4. The school governors have written to thank PC for grant of £528 towards musical instruments, most of which have 
now been bought. 5. The allotments’ three year lease expires on 25 March. Rent for the next three years will rise from £150 to 
£250. PC agreed to pay the increase, even though only one of the three acres is in use, to protect the land from possible 
development. Clerk to look into possibility of buying the site. 6. PC agreed to contribute £25 to Oxfordshire Playing Fields 
Association. 7. PC has honoured its promise to underwrite last year’s summer play scheme in the sum of £100. 
ENVIRONMENT: 1. Clir Cosgrove asked what was happening about low water pressure in Hempton. Clerk said there have 
been no replies from Thames Water to PC’s letters, other than verbal reassurance that tests will be made. Clerk to write to 
Thames Water’s chairman demanding explanation. 2. Parish to take part in the new Village of the Year Competition. 
HIGHWAYS: 1. PC continuing to press OCC for flashing 30 mph sign for Clifton. 2. OCC & CDC have no objections to plans 
for mini roundabout in Hempton Road at entrance to Low Cost Housing Scheme, but there are no grants available. Owners of 
Windmill Stores object to idea and they will be consulted once PC has received the sketch plans. 3. OCC has agreed to reduce 
the number of lamp posts at the new traffic calming chicane in Earls Lane to two. This will mean re-siting the chicane nearer the 
existing lamp but neighbouring property owners will be consulted first. 4. The white lines at the traffic lights will not be moved as 
ihe job would be too expensive (£79,000). 5. PC to investigate cost of white painted 30 mph signs on the surface of the main 
road. 6. PC to write strong letter of dismay about the state of the footpaths in High Street/New Street to chairman of OCC. 7. 
The spring in Hoperaft Lane has re-emerged and needs to be diverted. 8. Kerbs in Hempton Road have been lowered to make it 
easier for wheelchairs and pushchairs to mount the kerb. 9. Letter of thanks from Andrea Draper for the conservation lighting, 
and expressing a hope that all orange lights will eventually be replaced. 10. Mr Hunt has written to OCC about the bad state of 
paving in Church Street. There has been another accident in snow and ice and the injured party is to sue OCC. Clerk to contact 
the elderly person concerned to offer help with composing a letter for her to sign. 11. Clerk to write to police about parking 
problems in Hempton road, where heavy vehicles are causing obstruction and danger. 12. OCC has now agreed to pay for white 
painted lines across driveways in Clifton, where parking has previously been a problem. 

PLANNING: 1. PC has no objections to: continued use of Laurel House as antiques centre; small alterations to existing plans 
for chapel at Hempton; renewal of an earlier application at Holcombe Hotel; change of use at part of Russell House for antiques 
showroom; minor internal alterations at Red Lion Cottage; the addition of a bedroom above the kitchen in the cottage opposite 
the entrance to the church (as long as neighbours agree). 2. Cllrs strongly object to plans for a large hobby shed at St John’s 
Way, Hempton on the grounds of its size, its position and its inappropriateness. Cllrs heard neighbours’ concerns that the 
proposed building would not be used for leisure purposes. 3. CDC has approved: an amended non-illuminated sign for the 
Deddington Arms; extensive alterations to Wirral house, The Bullring. Cllr Swash expressed concerns that CDC had failed to 
take neighbours’ views into account and the Clerk is to write to CDC asking for explanation. 

HOLLY TREE CLUB: 1. Cllr Clinch reported the club has risen like a phoenix from the ashes of the old one, and the new 
Monday Morning Club (for disabled people of any age and able-bodied of 60+) will meet from 10 am to noon on the first Monday 
of every month, starting on 7 April. 2. WI has written to ask what became of PC’s plans for new curtains. One gold and two red 
curtains were provided by members. Committee to “have a look”. 

WINDMILL: 1. Cllr Flux reported more than £600 income from the all-weather pitch. Some of this will go towards upgrading 
the edging, to keep pebbles off the pitch. 2. All clubs are invited to the AGM on 23 April and to the Open Day on Bank Holiday 
Monday, 26 May. 3. Deddington Beeches Bowls Club has taken legal advice about its dispute with the Windmill Committee. 
The Club wants to address a future PC meeting. PC still wants the Club to meet the Clerk and cllrs stressed presentation would 
have to be done by someone from “within the Parish”. 

COAT OF ARMS: The account is now in credit. All remaining tankards have been bought by The Tasty Blackboard for re-sale. 
FINANCE: The Clerk and Cllr Oddy have met another financial consultant; talks are ongoing and although the Chancellor’s 
November budget created difficulties the question of investment of parish funds will be resolved as soon as possible. 

TOURISM IN THE PARISH: Clirs are very eager to hear parishioners’ views on how - or whether - to develop tourism. 
Anyone with ideas or opinions should contact Chairman Geoff Todd, Clerk David Blakey or any councillors. 

PARISH FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 6.3%); £100,000 (Treasury Deposit @ 5.5%); £19,046 (14 days @ 
3.875%), £2,877 (overnight @ 2.125%). Total: £571,924. 

CORRESPONDENCE: 1. Youth Bus Project will definitely come to Deddington. Two people have volunteered to help. 

2. North & West Oxon Carers’ Centre has thanked PC for £100 donation. 3. PC to obtain details of a free community mini bus. 
scheme, which is financed by sponsorship from local businesses.

POLICE NEWS 


Crime in the Parish fell last year, with a total of 62 crimes compared with 76 in 1995. No crimes 
were recorded in Hempton (compared with one in 1995) and in Deddington the figure dropped to 56, 
compared with 71 the previous year. In Clifton the total of six crimes was two more than in 1995. 
Overall, there were fewer car crimes and we have identified four offenders who have admitted to 50% 
of these offences in the Parish. Three are currently serving prison sentences and one is awaiting trial. 
The detection rate for burglaries was disappointing and we have only identified one offender so far. 
Sheds and garages are easy targets as most have little, or no, security. Burglaries at commercial 
premises rose from one to four but the British Legion was targeted three times. Although the full 
picture shows a 22% reduction in crime in my 12 months in the Parish I will continue to try and 
reduce it further by regular patrols and investigations. You can help, by taking registration numbers 
of unfamiliar vehicles, which may be used to carry away stolen goods. If you have any information 
about a crime or suspicious looking people, leave a message for me on 01865 266615.

ON THE FARM 


Lambing started a few days early on 12th February so it's 
"all hands to the pump" with someone in attendance all 
day and most of the night. The ewes are in good condition and the "fall" of lambs 
seems to be good, but there is a long way to go yet! If the weather stays mild we 
should be able to get some “turned out” in the next few days and so reduce the 
pressure on the available pen space and lessen the risk of disease. "Mis-mothering" 
can be a big problem when the ewes and lambs are housed and we number each ewe and 
her lambs with a paint spray, blue for doubles and red for singles; if we get any 
triplets one is fostered on to a ewe with a single. 

Marking the ewes and lambs in this way can make life easier once the sheep are out 
at grass; if there is a problem with a ewe or her lambs the family group can be 
quickly found and taken back to the buildings for treatment. All the ewes have ear 
tags with our flock number and the ewe's own number on, and any medical treatment 
she is given has to be recorded for the little man from the ministry when he does a 
spot check! 

As the sheep will soon be back on the meadows perhaps a timely reminder is due to 
dog owners who walk the footpaths across the farm please to keep their pets on a 
lead when there are sheep about. On a number of occasions since Christmas one 
particular gentleman has walked his dog along the bridlepath from Deddington to 
Clifton; his dog is out of control and always hunting after hares. It is only a 
short step away from sheep worrying so, please Sir, buy a lead; it will be far 
less expensive than the cost of a fine and compensation! 

The cereal crops look very well and will soon need the first dressing of ferti- 
liser, and the bees seem to have come through the winter well, with only four dead 
colonies probably due to Queen failure or Varroa. Unfortunately the woodpeckers 
have done a lot of damage to the woodwork this winter so next year I shall have to 
put some wire mesh over the hives. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

construction using timber from pollarded willows, it can be seen at this time of year from the main 
site, although the intention is that natural growth will soon camouflage it. The holt will provide 
refuge for the otters whose population is estimated to have doubled around here in the last few years 
largely due to improved water quality. You are most unlikely to see them of course as they are noctur- 
nal. Please do not disturb the holt or go too near it. Discussions will take place on site on Monday 10 
March at 10.30 with CDC engineers about the kind of pathway to be laid through the wood for use by 
prams and wheelchairs; this will be followed by a walk around the site while Jill Butler of the Wood- 
land Trust talks us through some of the implications of the layout. If you can’t come but have views or 
suggestions please call me before then. Sylvie and George have planted some yellow rattle seeds but 
the main wildflower planting is now planned for Sunday 13 April. More details in the next DN.

GARDENING NOTES 


By now your seed potatoes will have started to chit and should have 
developed plenty of sprouts. Should they all be left on, or some ; 

rubbed off? The answer depends on what the potatoes are and what you want. If 
they are earlies and you want large potatoes leave only two or three shoots on each 
and rub off the surplus. With main crop potatoes leave on as many as possible. 
They will develop a vigorous root system and a high yield. 

A note on spinach: Summer spinach (round seeded): sow thinly every 3-4 weeks in 
rows 12 inches apart between March and early June. Crops from May to October. Thin 


_ summer spinach seedlings to 6-8 inches apart. Winter spinach (prickly seeded): sow . 


in rows 12 inches apart late in August. Crops from November to April. Spinach beet 
(perpetual spinach): sow in rows 15-18 inches apart in late March. Crops from July 
until the following mid summer, New Zealand spinach (this is half hardy): in April 
sow indoors in 3-inch pots, 2-3 seeds per pot. When planting out, take the 
contents of a pot keeping the seedlings in the earth ball. Plant each clump about 
two feet apart in late May. Crops from June until the frosts come. OLIVER HAWES 


_ My first requirement in gardening tools is a really good pair of secateurs. They 
are expensive but will last you all your gardening life. I have a pair of FELCO 
clippers inherited from an aunt. After about 20 years' use they seemed blunt so I 
sent them back to the makers (I got the address from a new packet at the Garden 
Centre). Back they came to me by return of post fitted with a new blade and 
serviced completely free of charge. I like the straight cutting (not roll-edge) 
ones and carry them in the garden in a holster. 

' My next essential is a narrow spud which I use for planting, weeding and small 
jobs. After that comes a stainless steel trowel and kneeling mat. Just a foam pad 
tucked into a Harrods plastic bag. Again after about 20 years’ use the gold 
Harrods lettering wore off and the bag showed signs of wear. I never shop in 
London but thought it was worth a try since quality does matter in this case. At 
my request Harrods promptly send me a new bag with a little note. So that'll see 
me out. From time to time kind friends give me fancy aprons with pockets and bags 
with different compartments, but I really prefer to carry all my tools, twine, 
scissors, etc. in an old trug. Happy gardening - and don't forget to bequeath your 
secateurs to your favourite niece.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of March 
and part of April 1847. 


26th FEBRUARY ~ I returned home from Hastings, my brother John staying with me. 
8th MARCH ~ I attended the Assize Courts, having 3 or 4 cases in the calender. A 
whole family of gypsies named Bagley and a man named Smith, 5 in all, convicted of 
sheep stealing at Great Barford, two of them were transported for 10 years, the — 
others were imprisoned for six months each. I left Oxford for London and Brighton 
on my way to Hastings, where I found Susan, Betsy and Holford much as when I had 
left them a fortnight ago. 

(He spends the rest of the month in Hastings.) 

30th MARCH - Holford and I left Hastings on the 30th ~- we slept in London where we 
were joined by Willy and Johnny from Marlborough who were allowed up to see a 
Dentist - who extracted two teeth from each of their jaws. Willy's required some 
tugging at before. they would quit their hold - he bore the trial well - Johnny's 
came away more easily. . 
7th APRIL - Holford and I went up to Tingewick with post horses to spend the day... 
with my Father. T. Hearn (his brother-in-law) met me there and I surrendered into 
his hands, as Deputy Steward of the Manor to New College, all my interest in a 
third part of the Tingewick property now occupied and possessed by my Father ~ I 
having some six months ago agreed to sell the same to my Father. I also was 
informed by T. Hearn that Lord Clifden had agreed to buy my share of Lenboro' Wood 
for 1,000 guineas - 42 acres. 

12th APRIL - I was present at the selling out of 100 bushels of seed potatoes to 
the poor people at half the cost price to plant in their gardens and allotments. 
Distributed the 4% yearly Clothing Fund tickets to the depositors, to take to the 
different shops.

We presented Mr 
Johnson and his wife with several gifts including a pair of mugs and a pair of 
spoons with the Deddington Coat of Arms; one mug and one spoon were gifts from the 
Parish Council and were presented to the Chief by me. He was very moved and said 
these were gifts he would always treasure.
